Calgary, August 13.—Rising from’ 
their chairs with a shout and round 
after round of cheers six thousand Cal- 
garians received Rt. -Hon Stanley 
Baldwin and Mrs. Baldwin at Victoria 
Park Monday afternoon with tumul- 
tuous enthusiasm, 

The prime minister of Great Britain 
delivered a characteristic speech in 
which he paid a tribute to the pioneers 
of western Canada. He urged that the 
story of their achievements he pre- 
served and that the younger genera- 
tions be told of their hardiness, forti- 
tude and daring. But the striking fea- 
ture of his address was his homely 
comparison of the black soil of Can- 
ada with that of England, 

The following is a verbatim report 
of Mr. Baldwin’s remarks: 

“Mr. Mayor and acting premier: 
This is my maiden speech in the west, 
and as such I hope it will be received 
with that delicate consideration which 
is always accorded in the house of 
commons to maiden speeches. (Laugh- 
ter). 

“fT thank you for the wonderful re- 
ception which you have given me. I 
have come here to try and interpret 
the old country to you. I want to go 
back and interpret you to the old 
country, and I want to tell you with 
what peculiar pleasure I have met one 
of your most prominent citizens, the 
owner of the E.P. ranch. (Loud 
cheers), I understand that he pur- 
poses shortly paying a visit to Eng- 
land. I should like to assure him on 
behalf of the people of that country as 
warm. a welcome there as he has re- 
ceived here. (Laughter and cheers). 

“It would be difficult for,me to give 
you an impression. I have been here

what struck me most when I woke up 
this morning after leaving the forests 
and lakes and rivers of Ontario was to 
see that black earth to which the act- 
ing premier has alluded, which re- 
minded me so much of that soil of our 
fennland in England between Cam- 
bridge and King’s Lynn, and when I 
saw that soil I said to myself ‘po- 
tatoes.’ (Laughter.) Of course I do 
not pretend to know what you do with 
your soil yet, but in England I should 
have said potatoes, And I must say 
that I was struck with the potatoes I 
saw around every home, however 
small. 

“They looked from the train, first 
class quality and I noticed how in 
places where they have a traction en-

gine just outside and the fence not 
completed, bit always the potatoes, 
and I am reminded of what an old 
farmer in Worcestershire said to me 
a few years ago, and I do not suppose 
your farmers are much different: ‘If 
God almighty gave the whole earth to 
a farmer to farm, he would want a bit 
outside for a potato patch.’ 

“I speak with a good deal of hu- 
mility of agriculture in the west be- 
cause it struck me before having 
traveled long it would not take long 
for one of your large elevators to hold 
all the wheat which we grow at home. 

Advice on Livestock 

“When it comes to livestock I feel a 
little more confident. I believe nu- 
merically you have more hogs than we 
have and perhaps cattle, but I am 
quite sure we can beat you with sheep, 
at all events, although I saw very good 
country between here and the moun- 
tains, very much like the land in Berk- 
shire and Sussex at home, and if the 
grass is as good for sheep as the grass 
that looks like it at home, that bit of 
country will do very well. But al- 
though we grow So little wheat we do 
get a pretty good yield per acre, and 
though perhaps our flocks and herds 
may not be among the largest in the 
world [ am still Briton enough to think 
they are second to none in quality. 
(Cheers) But I do not think anybody 
can travel as much as I have even for 
this short time without realizing how 
deeply rooted in the soil is the pros- 
perity of the whole dominion. - 


“Fisheries, manufactures and lumber 
and minerals are all important and in- 
creasingly important, but the hback- 
bone of the country is and must be the 
man who is the backbone Jf the world, 
thesnan-who'savs‘and»who-renps.s>. + 

“I feel I want to take my hat off 
to the men and women who came out 
and settled this wonderful country. 
Most of them came out with the bar- 
est necessities in the way of equip- 
ment and tools and probably borrow- 
ed at that, and they have wrought out 
homes for themselyes, They have 
made its fame run around the world 
as one of the pioneer countries in ag- 
riculture. There has been a tremen- 
dous fight with nature and that fight 
will go on as long as the pioneer spir- 
it remains in the breasts of those de- 
scendants from the mother country 
and from the more adventurous races 
of Europe. 

“I know well I often hear them talk

Prices Drop in School Books 


Down comes the high cost of living 
again! Prices are to be reduced on 
10 public school textbooks that Al- 
berta parents will have to be buy- 
ing presently, and a new scale of 
uniform selling prices, embodying 
these reductions, will be supplied to 
all dealers in the province. Other 
books on the list will remain as 


before. But that cut on 10 is likely 
to he received with feelings only 
second to those caused by a good 
crop, 


It seems that the government made 


some money on its school book busi- 
ness last year, and it didn’t mean to 
do that at all. The scheme was 
started for the purpose of giving 
service to the public, says Hon. 
Perren Baker, minister of education, 
and not as a profit-maker, nor for the 
sake of the revenue it might produce. 
Last year being the first and every- 
body new at the job, the overhead 
cost of handling the stock was over- 
estimated, and so it came about that 
there was a surplus at the end of the 
season,

Camrose, Alta,, Aug. 12.—More than 
forty locals were represented at the 
Camrose federal constituency U. BF. A.

many other matters. He also dealt 
with the reorganization of the U.F.A. 
group and their relationship with the 
other independent groups in the 


government in regard to many matters 
of vital importance to the people of 
Alberta . The government showed a 
marked difference since 1926, when it 
was apparently disposed to be more 
friendly to the west. He expressed 
the hope that the present government 
would prove in the future that its 
staiesmanship ‘was of a: higher ‘order 
than to discriminate against any sec- 
tion of the dominion, because they re- 
refused to be controlled, and also be- 
cause they saw fit to elect their rep- 
resentatives «along more democratic 
lines than that practised by their own 
party.

BRIGHTEST LIGHT 
EVER MADE BY MAN 


New York, Aug. 12-—-A_ light so 
strong that it will produce the effect 
of sunburn at a distance of two miles 
and will blister the skin of a person 
standing 1,000 feet away, will be turned 
on Tuesday night at Charlottesville, 
Va, the General Engineering Man- 
agement corporation announced today, 
The searchlight will have a beam 
of 1,385,000,000 candle power, visible 
two hundred miles, The crater are 
of the light, it was announced, will be 
“the hottest spot on earth’ when 17,- 
200 watts are turned on to give the 
light its full power, The temperature 
of the crater will be approximately 
38,000 degrees Fahrenheit and will 
be “as bright as the sun at high noon.” 
The light, said to be five times 
more powerful than any used hereto- 
fore, will be exhibited under full pow- 
er in conjunction with the Institute 
of Public Affairs now in session at 
the University of Virginia. 

It was expected that when the light 
shall be swung around in a cirele it 
will be visible at all first-class Amer- 
ican observatories. Under ideal wea- 
ther conditions, it was said, the beam 
should be visible for 200 miles.

The Alberta Liquor Commissioner's 
report reveals the following: The Al- 
berta government sold through ven- 
dor’s stores in 1926, 105,000 gallons of 
wine, an increase of 55.000 gallons 
over 1925; 185,000 gallons of spirituous 
liquors, an increase of 21,000 gallons 
over 1925; 128,000 gallons of beer 
(1925 sales unknown). 

The breweries sold 3,756,000 gal- 
lons of beer, an increase of 128,000 
gallons. 

The public paid for legally obtained 
liquor in 1926, $11,760,586. or $19.46 
for every man, woman and child in 
Alberta, basing the estimate on a pop- 
ulation of 6,000,000, or $97.30 per fam- 
ily of five, 

497 names have been added to the 
interdict list, 311 of whom had no 
permit. That means they beeame 
drunkards through drinking beer, boot- 
leg moonshine, home brewed beer or 
on liquor obtained on doctors’ pre- 
scriptions. The number of doctor's 
preseriptions written in 1926 was 2469 
——an increase over 1925 of 714. 

A survey of Edmonten's cighteen 
beer halls operating on Noy. 12th and 
1sth, showed on the first evening at 
Closing time 953 men and $7 women 
emerging from the beer halls, and on 
the second evening 1731 men and 186 
women, 88 of whom on the first even- 
ing and 59 of whom on the second 
evening were drunk; according to the 
standard followed under our previous 
Prohibition Act when they would cer- 
tainly have been accounted worthy of 
arrest, and none of the drunks ob- 
served were arrested either evening.

One must go ahead one step at a 
time—not attempt to jump a mile wide 
gorge when his best running broad 
jump record is less than twenty feet. 
You can set your goal as high as you 
please, but you must approach it 
steadily, surely, by definite, planned 
steps, 

Imagination may permit one to make 
a jump of several rounds in the lad- 
der of success, but it is seldom done 
in reality. As the poet tells us, “We 
build the ladder by which we rise 
from the lowly earth to the vaulted 
skies, and we mount to its summit 
round by round.” 

By going upward step by step, learn- 
ing all there is to be known of each 
step in passing, only thus may one at 
last win the ability to stand as a monu- 
ment of success—Wampole's Month-
